inet THE WARDEN’S ADDRESS. 

‘GENTLEMEN,— i 

_ We have now met in Council pursuant to the adjournment agreed upon at 

our last meeting, and it gives me much pleasure again to see you assembled. 
EQUALIZING ASSESSMENTS. 


An important portion of your duties during the present Session will be. the 
equalization of the Assessment Rolls, and I am confidant that you will give this 
matter your earnest. consideration. It will be your duty carefully to compare 
the valuations of property made by the Assessors in the various Municipalities, 
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to lower the assessment in those Townships in which property is assessed at too 
high a rate, and to raise it in those in which it has been assessed too low—so 
that one uniform standard of valuation may be adopted, which will do equal 
justice to all—by consulting Sections 70 to 73 of the Assessment Law, you will 
find your duties very clearly defined. ’ 

In consequence of delay on the part of certain Clerks of Municipalities, in 
forwarding the certified copy of revised, Roll, to the County Clerk, that official 
has not time sufficient allowed him to make the necessary examination previous 
to the meeting of the Council, and you will discover on examining the Rolls laid 
before. you, that seyeral of them are still in an imperfect state... ..., 
piers ' " NUMBER OF ACRES IN EACH MUNICIPALITY, 

In connection with the Assessment Rolls, I have discovered a strange dis- 
crepancy in looking over those on file in the office of the County Clerk. I said 
that with scarcely a single exception, the number of acres returned by Assessors 
in the different Municipalities varies from year to year, in some instances the 
difference being very large,..Now it appears to me, that, such a state of things 
should not longer be allowed to’exist; it is a very easy matter to ascertain the 
exact number of acres in each Township, and the Assessment Roll should an- 
nually account for that number. I merely call your attention to this matter, 
leaving you to take any action upon it which you may consider advisable. 


JOHN BLOOMFIELD. 


‘My attention has been directed to the case of one John Bloomfield, of ‘Towns- 
end, a pensioner upon the public bounty of the County. By an order of this 
Council, a monthly allowance of $4 was ordered to be paid to the person having 
the charge of him, and it has been represented to me by John Boughner, Esq., 
(who is now in attendance,) that this allowance has been found quite inadequate 
for the purpose intended, and as the said John Bloomfield is now a very old man, 
and has spent his best days in the defence of his country, I feel that the Council 
will have no hesitation in increasing the grant already made, so as to insure that 
the closing scene in the life of this old veteran of the 19th dragoons will not be 
rendered unnecessarily painful by the absence of ‘the common necessaries ‘and 
comforts of’ life.

FLAX CULTURE, 

I have received a communication from Mr. John A. Donaldson, accompanied by 
a form of memorial addressed to the Government on the subject of flax culture, 
which I will lay before you for your consideration. 'The repeated failures in our 
wheat crop in this Province appears to render it desirable and expedient that 
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some change in our agricultural system should be adopted, and parties who have 
carefully and practically considered the matter, recommend the cultivation of 
flax'as well suited to our soil and climate, and'as likely to ensure a handsome 
profit to the cultivator. The prevailing idea that the culture of flax is more ex- 
hausting to the soil than any other crop, appears to be erroneous, and as you gen- 
tlemen are extensively engaged in agricultural pursuits, it may prove to the inte- 
rests of the farmers of Norfolk, and of the Province generally, were you carefully 
to consider the subject, and to make such suggestions, and to take such action in 
the matter as you may consider desirable. 


ADVANCEMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 


During the present session of the Provincial Parliament, on a motion made by 
the Hon, Geo. Brown, a committee was appointed to consider the best means which 
could be adopted for the advancement of agriculture in this Province, and it is 
most gratifying to me to find that, notwithstanding the absorbing interest of’ par- 
ty politics, that such a motion was well received, but warmly adopted by the 
Legislature. The committee, of which Mr. Brown is chairman, have already had 
several meetings, and I anticipate the most beneficial results from their labors. 
With a view to procure the opinions and suggestions of practical agriculturists 
throughout the country, a series of questions, embracing many subjects of great 
importance, have been prepared, and it is most desirable that every possible 
assistance should be rendered to the Committee, to enable them to make such a 
report to the House of Assembly as will assist that body in legislating for the 
advancement of agriculture. A copy of these enquiries will be handed to each 
of you, and I have no doubt but that you will agree with me in the importance 
and necessity of affording every information in your power with as little delay as 
possible. I shall forward a similar document to several of our leading farmers 
in this County, and hope that a prompt and intelligent response will be made by 
each of them. 

: MUNICIPAL RETURNS. 


‘I have much pleasure in laying before you a copy of the municipal returns for 
‘Upper ‘and Lower Canada, forwarded for that purpose by Mr. Langton, of the 
Audit'office. This valuable work, compiled with great care, involving an im- 
‘mense amount of labor, and conveying much interesting information, is’ circu- 
lated in order that those interested in municipal matters may become acquainted 
with the form in which statistical information respecting them is desired, and 
also with the further object in view of securing such suggestions for the improve- 
ment of the returns as any member of this and similar Councils may see fit to 
make. - I would'suggest that this return be referred to a Special Committee, 
with power to take such action in the matter as to them may seem proper. .— 


IMMIGRATION. 


~'\ In April last I received a communication from R. H. Rae, Esq., the Govern- 
ment Hmigration Agent at Hamilton, as to the probable number of mechanics 
and other laborers for which employment could be provided in this County. 
Having no means of ‘arriving at such information, and no arrangement ever: hay- 
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ing been made to provide temporary accommodation for such immigrants, until 
they could be forwarded to their respective destinations, I could. only reply, by a 
promise that the subject should be laid before you at your next meeting. There 
is no doubt that comfortable homes and good wages could. be secured, by large 
numbers, both, of mechanics,and laborers, in this County, and if you) feel it im- 
portant that an effort, should be made to. secure, this addition to our population, 
you can easily ascertain, in your respective Municipalities the number and de- 
scription of laborers required, and a very small appropriation of, the public funds. 
would suffice for defraying all the preliminary expenses necessary to secure them, 
I will place Mr. Rae’s letter on your table, leaving you to take such action in the 
matter as you may consider advisable, 


PORT RYERSE ROAD. rover alt opbtivC 


- Petitions addressed to this Council have been recently circulated among the 
ratepayers for signatures, praying for a grant of money on the road'to the Har- 
bor at Port Ryerse; and, although a small portion of the main travelled road to 
this Port can scarcely be considered as a County Road, yet, as the importance to 
this County generally of an additional safe and commodious Harbor cannot be 
denied, tnd the distance to be made is but short, I have much pleasure in re- 
commending the subject to the favorable consideration of the Council. The 
Harbor Company have already expended and will still expend ‘a large sum of 
money, in order tq complete the improvements at Port Ryerse; and it appears’ to 
me desirable that every facility should be afforded to such of the people of this 
County as wish to,avail themselves of this means of shipping or receiving goods 
or produce by this outlet. — oe Peal tes ) . | 

| HAMILTON AND PORT DOVER ROAD. | 


A communication has been received from the Department of Public Works, 
stating that the Government had determined to dispose of the Hamilton and 
Port Dover Road; and, being of the opinion that it was for the advantage of 
the Municipalities.through which it passes, that the road should be the property 
of those Municipalities rather than to become the property of private  indi- 
viduals, now offer it for sale to you. or) further information as. to price and 
terms of payment, I refer you to the letter itself, which I will lay before you, 
merely adding that should you be inclined to become the purchasers of the whole 
or any part of the said road, that the present offer is only to remain open until 
the 15th of July next. | | 


POOR HOUSES AND INDUSTRIAL FARMS. 


It gave me much pleasure to observe that a Bill had been introduced into 
Parliament to provide for, the establishment of Poor Houses in Upper Canada, 
and I earnestly hope that this Bill, with some amendments, may become law. 
On former occasions I have brought this subject under your consideration, and 
my experience in the administration of municipal affairs, and my connexion with 
the administration of justice in this County, have impressed’ deeply on my mind 
the necessity and importance of some action being taken to secure the. establish- 
ment of) a Poor House and Industrial Farm in every County of the Province. 


? 


Having already submitted my views to you fully upon this subject, I do not con- 
sider if necessary now to go mto any argument upon the subject, but will merely 
request you to give this important subject your serious consideration; assuring 
you at the same time of my hearty co-operation in any measures which you may 
desire for the alleviation of the destitution and suffering which prevail among a 
large and steadily increasing class'of our population. If the Council approve of 
any movement being made in the matter, a Committee might be appointed’ to 
consider the subject, and report at the next meeting of this Council 


THE DEAF, DUMB AND BLIND. 


I have great pleasure in laying before you the semi-annual report of the To- 
ronto School, for the instruction of the deaf, dumb and blind, forwarded to me 
by Mr. McGann, the principal of that institution—a eentleman whose zeal and 
unwearied efforts in behalf of this unfortunate class of our community, entitles 
him to the gratitude and admiration of eyery true, philanthropist. The liberal 
action taken by this Council to provide for the education of all destitute deaf 
inutes in this County, has been followed by other Counties, and our appeals. to 
the Legislature and to the Government, will, I trust, soon be ‘crowned with 
success; and I now indulge in the hope that ere long we shall see a Provincial 
Institution erected): established and liberally endowed, for the education and 
protection of this afflicted portion of our fellow creatures. 


THE NEW COURT HOUSE. 


At the December Session of this Council, I laid before you a statement, 
showing the amount which had been then expended upon the erection of the 
new Court House, which you will find in your printed proceedings. Since that 
report I find that ‘the further sum of $3,798.10 has been paid to the contrac- 
tors on the estimates supplied. by the architect ; the sum of $105 48 to the 
architect; and the further sum of $10 for printing expenses.—The only extra 
expenditure authorized by the Building Committee since my former report, has 
beén a small sum ‘for deafening the floors of the upper story of the building 
sanding and painting ‘the cornice and eaves; placing valve ventilators in the 
lower rooms, and an improvement in the external appearance of the tower, sug- 
gested by the architect and approved by the Building Committee. In connexion 
with this subject [. may mention that. the Building Committee have not. been 
able to comply with the resolution passed at the last Session of this Council, 
requiring them to prepare an estimate of the probable cost of furnishing the new 
building; but I am informed that an estimate in detail will be furnished by the 
architect, for your information during the Session, and I hope that the Council 
may be enabled to take such action upon it, as will'ensure the suitable furnish- 
ing of the ea by the time specified for completing the contract. 


COUNTY JUDGE. 


I regret to announce to you the continued indisposition of our much esteemed 
and ‘universally respected ‘ ounty Judge, William Salmon, Esquire; his length- 
ened' services, the upright, ‘careful and conscientious manner in which ‘he has for

expended in drainage of the said road between the Fifth and Sixth Concessions of 
the Township of Townsend, and the balance, sixty dollars, in ditching and grad- 
ing the County road opposite the Seventh and Highth Concessions of the said 
Township of Townsend. Provided always that the said grant shall not’ be ex- 
pended until a similar By-Law shall haye been passed by the County of Haldi- 
mand, granting a like amount, and that James A. Townsend and Dunham 
Hazleton, Esquires, are hereby appointed Commissioners to expend the same. 


Il.—Be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that the sum of sixteen 
dollars and fifty cents be hereby appropriated out of the "funds of this County, to 
be expended on thé County line between the Townships of Woodhouse and Wal- 
pole, to meet a similar grant made by the County of Haldimand, opposite Ward 
number One of Walpole, and that H. B. Harding, Esquire, is hereby “vane 
Commissioner. to expend the same. 


Ill.—Be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that the sum of Sixty 
Dollars is hereby appropriated out of the funds of the County, to be expended in 
improving the hill on the Townline between the Townships of Townsend and 
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‘Woodhouse, opposite Lot number One of the Township of Townsend, and that 
Finlay Steinhoff and Daniel McIntosh, Esquires, are hereby appointed Commis- 
sioners to expend the same. | 

IV.—Be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that. the sum. of two» 
hundred dollars be appropriated out of the County funds to be expended on the 
County road leading to Port Ryerse, from Brown’s Tavern, and that David 
Sharp and John Austin, Esquires, be hereby appointed Commissioners to expend
